It's hard enough to correctly tune in a 
sideband signal on a good (read: expenaive) communications receiver; consider 
those folk using the RatShack or Sangean portables that only tune in 1 kHz steps 
- it's next to impossible! If an Op ia only intereated in limiting his audience, it 
might be the way to go.

PIRATE JAMS HOWARD STERN'S SXL IJJ CLEVELAND

< returned to the air only after Stern began broadcasting into a cellular 
l In a related incident, Cleveland Police arreeted a technician for WMMS, 
who cut a cable that Stern was using for the broadcast. A WMMS station spokesman 
denied prior knowledge of the cable cutting vandalism, although he admitted that 
WMMS had hired an airplane and a helicopter to fly overhead in an attempt to 
disrupt the audio of the event In Tiffany's parking lot below. 

As far as I have been able to determine, the FCC has taken no action to apprehend 
the pirate jammer. On the other hand, numerous confrontations between the FCC 
and Stern about his program content have been very well known.

In a small town where radloland Is no where near, except the local radio station 
with the alternative college radio station, the airwaves were coated with a grey 
dullness. A young electronic hobbyist Is busy tinkering with the guts of an old 
table top FM radio late at night. A dream, a quest, a mastermind with a desire to 
bring a shining star to the drab grey airwaves of Eastern Oregon. A certain grade, 
an elite class of people, that by fate are brought together to execute the •perfect 
plan". This Is the story of Z-tec Communications KEXJ radio. 

The date was October 10, 1978, the goal was to broadcast, to give the people their 
music. The Initial plan was to put together a cable FM (CAFM) station as most of 
the public subscribed to CAFM as there wasn't really any radio here In the valley. 
After pitching the Idea to the local cablevlslon they said "Sure", you need to pay 
us X amount of dollars, and rent audio lines from the telephone company which will 
cost you X amount ". Well fine, except for a few Items, the cable FM modulator must 
have been made In the mid 60's as It was this old tube thing covered with rust. 
The frequency that It transmitted at was 89.1 mhz which wasn't great since 
everyone In town knew that there was nothing down that far on the dial. We got to 
hear one of these modulators on the air as an out of town station KWVR was 
renting one. The audio quality was that of listening to an FM station through a 
tweeter speaker! It cost to much and the cable people were rude to bootl To take 

After pondering the subject, the staff technicians came up with a brilliant Idea to 
broadcast on the cable without costing a cent! and at what ever frequency we 
desired with the best audio qualities and with stereo capabilities! 

The location of the low power (QRP) transmitter was approximately 2 miles from the 
receive antennas for the cablevlslon FM broadcast receivers that was used to put 
DX stations on the cable. Their antennas consisted of 4 FM yagls, two were stacked 
and pointed to the north over the town, and our transmitter site was located at 
the base of the mountain with the CAFM antennas. This put our transmitter directly 
between town and the CAFM antenna site. The staff techs bought a Radio Shack 10 
element FM beam and hooked It to our homemade transmitter which was consisted of 
modulating the IF section of a standard FM radio, finding where to put the 
antenna, then to Increase the range, a consumer VHF-FM antenna amp was hooked 
up In reverse to add a 10db gain to the transmitters signal to the antenna. It was 
found that with this highly directional antenna, a signal could be aimed at the 
CAFM antennas and It put a beautiful carrier on the cable. After some further 
testing, the ball was rolling, programming hit the alrl It worked well. One of the 
staff members went and put another station on the air. At this point the station 
was called KFM-FM 106. It broadcast between 105.7-106.1 mhz, rjmember the 
transmitter wasn't very stable. KFM was broadcasting Monday through Friday 4pm 
till 10:30pm, Saturdays 12 noon till midnight, and were off the air on Sundays. 
Sunday was reserved for production since we only had one studio. 



Everything was going fine and dandy, no complaints from the public, all smooth 
sailing until the other cable pirate (ex-KFM tech) who was broadcasting at 107.1 



mhz decided to abuse his new found freedom. TV cable channel 10 was a make shift 
weather channel and played KPQ-FM from Wennatchi. Wa., a bright and beautiful 
station. NOT ANYMORE!!!, now the cable pirate calling Itself KNYN (K9) had Jammed 
out KPQ 102 and the weather channel was now hearing K9 radios hard rock music. 
Of course the Cablevlslon people were pretty upset and sent out their van better 
known as the "BITCHWAGON" to try and locate the mystery station. The cablevlslon 
technician wasn't to bright to say the least. They never did figure out where K9- 
FM was transmitting from. KFM shut down operations temporarily while all this was 
going down to keep from being discovered, remember this Is all happening In a 
small town of 11.000. Well the K9 operator took a turn for the worst, after stealing 
the 'ucai FH stations exciter and stereo generator putting them off of the air for a 
couple of weeks, the FBI came In and put him on a lengthy vacation as a result K9 
vanished as well. KFM went back on the air with It's regular schedule of AC 
during the day and Top 40 at night. Thl6 was the routine for the next two years. 

In the fall of 1980, KFM took a leave of absence from the air as some of the DJs 
went off to school, and the makeshift transmitter was about shot. The carrier was 
never on frequency anymore. The audio section had developed a noisy hum and the 
decision to regroup, replan and try again next year and the KFM -More-signed off 
the air. During this time a Panaxls 2 watt stereo transmitter kit was purchased and 
assembled. The studio equipment was either modified or replaced with stereo 
capable Items. A Shure mlc was used along with the coveted Radio Shack stereo 
mixer, 2 Toshiba turntables, a Quasar cassette deck and a Sony reel to reel. A 
seven man staff was thrown together to operate the station. The format was left 

were not cable subscribers? They needed to be reached as well, so the techs came 
up great radiation pattern to blanket the town with a good clean signal which 
turned out to be confusing to any direction finding apparatus. Oregon has a very 
moist climate and the ground Is very conductive. The KFM signal was beamed at 
the mountainside and hit our CAFM antennas, from there the mountainside would 
act as a great big reflector and blanketing the town with a clean, crisp 6lgnal. 

When the radiation pattern was traced. It would appear that the station was 
transmitting from the CAFM mountain, but when measuring the signal from atop the 
mountain, It would appear to be coming from town. Pretty neat huh. It saved the 

In the spring of 1981 the station signed back on the air, now In stereo, on a very 
stable frequency of 105.9 mhz. as K E X J, or as the slogan was "KJ-106" with Ted 
Swaan from 4pm till 6pm, Eric Olsen from 6pm till 8, and Bob "Bltchen" Beardsley 
took up the slack from 8 till 10pm when the station would sign off. Word of mouth 

however that got changed after one of the staff sent a letter to another pirate 
station called KVHF, It had a Hllo, Hawaii address. The letter came back from the 
Hawaii address and advised that It was a mall drop operation, who then showed the 
station how to have mall forwarded while keeping your location a secret. All In all, 
things were looking good. Keeping In good with the local radio Jox, we always had 
Information on any visits from "Uncle Charlie" which also helped to stay out of 
trouble. After the operation was getting well known, a number of snoopy people 
were coming around, such as a new DJ In town to the local radio station, who 
showed up at the home which housed the studios and was asking questions to the 
teens that lived (and broadcasted) there. Once Ted was on the air one afternoon 
and the doorbell rang, quickly looking out the side window he spotted a man In a 
suit waiting at the door. Being this man was unfamiliar, Ted hurried Into the 
tiedroom stuoloi and killed the transmitter! After a few more rings on the doorbell, 
the man departed and went across the street and talked with the neighbors. The 
man returned to his sedan and pulled out an assortment of brooms and brushes. 
Whew! What a scare! KEXJ eventually gained a loyal following and expanded adding 
a second studio for news and public affairs shows. Most of the staff were there for 
the fun, or maybe the annual staff party. 

On May 28 - 30 Z-tec Inc. would throw the annual party where all of the Jocks 
past and present would get together for a good 48 hours of broadcasting and 
under-age drlnklng/hellraslng what a serious couple of days! Since the FM was

According to Jeff White on the June 2 edition of Radio Netherlanda "Media 
Network," La Voz del CID has been off the air because of financial trouble. During 
an interview by Jonathan Marks, White said that there had been longstanding 
rumors in Miami that the CIA had been funding CID, but that the CIA funding had 
been cut off in late 1993. Since then. La Voz del CID had curtailed the volume of 
their transmissions while appealing to the anti-Castro community in southern 
Florida for financial support. White said that the broadcasts stopped entirely in 
late May. No ACE members had noticed this, but your editor George Zeller checked 
around for CID on May 25 on their normal frequencies. 9941.7 kHz, which had been 
operating during most hours of the day for years, was silent on May 25. White 
indicated that there was some chance that CID could return if it obtained financial

Your FCC In Action: Part I 

Gigi Lytle wrote the FCC about QRM to Radio New Zealand International on 17770 
kHz from Gene Scon's increased power on 17775 kHz. The FCC's reply advised hei to 
"buy a better radio." Hey Gigi, that's great advice! We need more simple solutions to our 
current problems. Unemployed? Get a job! Have no health insurance? Don't get sick! This 
is the sort of innovative thinking other government agencies should emulate. 

Your FCC In Action: Pari II 

The Miami office of the FCC recently issued a warning to fishermen about the use of 
drift net fishing beacons in the 1800 to 1900 kHz range, which is part of the 160-meter ham 
radio band. These are the beacons that transmit crypuc call signs (QZ43. OF27. BA01, etc.) 
continuously in CW, and are very common above 1600 kHz. Over the past few years, these 
have gradually been moving upward in frequency. According to the FCC notice, the only 
authorized band for these is currendy 1715 to 1750 kHz and all units must be type-accepted 
and licensed. The Miami office warned fishermen (fisherpersons?) to stop unlicensed use 
and operation out of band immediately or ". . . you will be libel for the unlicensed penalties 
as stated above " 

We cannot escape the question! What would be worse: to be liable for a fine, or to be 
libeled by the FCC? I ask this question of any pirate operators out there: are you more afraid 
of a $10,000 fine or of the FCC calling you a "sleazy homo" or something? Which would 
be more effective in deterring pirate operation? Write your Congressperson and demand

Acc jr.jing to newspaper reports, each FCC field office will receive this year two un- 
niaikcd vehicles packed with over $75,000 of gear for tracking down unlicensed radio 
operators. This is a continuation of the clippings in last month's bulletin, all of which 
indicates that the FCC feels pirate radio is a major problem, much more important than the 
other matters they must deal with. 

Here's what's going on While the U.S. constitution only specifies three branches of 
government — the legislative, the executive, and the judiciary — there has evolved a de facto 
fourth branch, namely ihe bureaucracy, of which the FCC is a part. Since it has no consiitu- 
tional basis, the bureaucratic branch must continually come up with reasons for its 
existence. This is why Ihe work of federal agencies can never be done; those agencies have 
a desperate need for more "threats" they can respond to The EPA will always need more 
environmental problems, the DEA will need dopers and dealers, and the ^CC n«di pirates 
and other miscreants. Suppose there were no pirates and everyone obeyed the FCC rules? 
Whoops! Budget and personnel cutbacks aplenty at llie FCC! 

The least the FCC could do is honor those people who made those neat vehicles 
possible. After all, look at all the military bases, freeways, and parks named for benefactors 
of the bureaucracy Why not name those vehicles alter pirate operators? I don't know about 
you, but I'd think twice aboul firing up a DX-60 on 74 15 kHz if I knew the Weiner was out 
there looking for me Look out! Here comes the Bishop too!
